WELL-KNOWN SHIPPING FIGURE 
AT QUEENSTOWN.

From Our Own 
QUBENSTOWN, Tuesday. 


A well-known figure in local shipping 
circles will depart to-morrow, consequent on 
the retirement of Captain English, Marine 
Superintendent of the White Star Line at 
Queenstown, following 54 years’ service with 
that company. 

Born in Wexford, Captain English spent 
the early pert of his career at sea in a 
succession of windjammers, during which 
time he visited many ports of the world. In 
1896 he joined the White Star Line as junior 
ofticer of the Runic, and afterwards served in 
the steamers (termanic, Cymric, Majestic, 
Adriatic, Delphic and Suevic. 

He was in command of the Suevic when 
war broke out in 41914,’ and brought 
thousands of troops to Gallipolt, and, until 
after the cessation of the Great War, was 
commander of transports in movement of 
troops from and to the Antipodes. By this 
time he had gained the R.N.R., R.D., and 
F.R.G.S. decorations, and was the possessor 
of certificates in gunnery, torpedoes, St. 
John Ambulance work, and an extra 
master’s certificate in steam. 

In 1920 he was offered and accepted the 
important. post of Marine, Superintendent of 
the White Star Line at "Queenstown, since 
when he has become a familiar figure to 
thousands of trans-Atlantic travellers.

As regards coal mines, the report states 
that the only mine worked under the Act 
(Coal Mines Act, 1911) was the Ulster fire- 
clay mine at Coalisland, where a valuable 
bed of fireclay, nearly fifty feet in thickness. 
was now being developed. The first pair of 
shafts was commenced early in 1928 for the 
purpose of opening out a new area. Consider- 
able difficulty was experienced in sinking the 
second shaft, and after this had reached a 
depth of thirty feet it had to be abandoned 
owing to sand and water Eventually the 
shaft was sunk to the required depth of 
118 feet, and a connection had been effected 
with the first shaft. Both shafts were four and 
a half feet square and securely lined through- 
out. So far as he was aware, there had not 
been any prospecting for coal by means cf 
shallow shafts or adits, but he understood 
that a considerable amount of boring had 
been done between Dungannon and Coal- 
island by the Tyrone Fireclay and Coal 
Development Company, which it was hoped 
might ultimately lead to satisfactory results. 

The surface works and machinery at the 
abandoned Coalisland colliery were still kept 
in order, and could doubtless be restarted 
without much delay if a favourable oppor- 
tunity arose. 


OTHER MINES. 

Under the Metalliferous Mines Regulation 
Act, 1872, there were six mines at work, two 
of which were only worked during a portion 
of the year. The iron ore mines were still 
standing idle, but the output from the two 
bauxite mines worked showed a slight iIn- 
crease. Two rock salt mines were worked, 
and the output was 350 tons above that cf 
the previous year. In addition, 6,980 tons 
of salt were otained from brine, The output 
from the lignite mines was only half that 
of the previous year. In connection with 
the lignite mine at Dunloy, a new gy “ee 
had been formed, known as the Irish Fuel 
Company, Ltd., but up to the present this 
had not led to any further development or 
increase in production. The total output 
obtained from mines under the Act was 
upwards of 11,161 tons, with an estimated 


value of £4,954. 


WORK IN QUARRIES. 

The number of quarries worked under the 
Quarries Act was 495, which was virtually 
the same as in the previous year. The 
average number of persons employed in and 
about the quarries was 2,525, an increase of 
138, but owing to the transitory nature of 
employment. at many of the quarries these 
figures could not be regarded as strictly 
accurate. The total output for quarries was 
1,276,923 tons. The minerals produced were 
basalt, chalk, clay, diatomite, flint, granite, 
gravel, sand, gypsum, limestone and sand- 
stone. 

One fatal accident and 78 non-fatal 
accidents were reported at quarries and works 
connected with them. 

A summary shows the total output of 
mines and quarries for the year as 1,294,584 
tons, of a total value of £284,850, as compared 
with 1,161,554 tons, value £256,886, the 


previous year.

The particular importance of this year's 
Autumn Fair consisted in the national 
special exhibitions of France, Greece, British 
India and Brazil, which had an enormous 
success. 

Under the auspices of Cardinal Archbishop 
Dr. Frederick Gustav Piffl, the exhibition of 
‘Christian Art,” a complete novelty, was 
arranged by the Society for Christian Art, 
who had not only a great moral success, but 
saw their expectations also surpassed by far 
from a financial point of view. 

Leather fancy goods were sold to Hungary, 
Jugoslavia, Rumania, Greece, Italy, Turkey 
and England. In applied art bronzes went 
to France and England; ceramics to France, 
England and South America; alabaster 
and marble goods to Czechoslovakia 
and Jugoslavia; embroideries to Hungary, 
Rumania and Spain; metal goods to 
Sweden and England; silver enamel goods 
to America. Toys and decoration for 
Christmas trees were much in demand from 
the Austrian province, Hungary, Jugoslavia, 
Rumania and Bulgaria. Fancy goods had a 
particularly good market, and were sent in 
greater quantities to the Austrian province, 
Hungary, Rumania, ulgaria, 
Greece, Turkey and Egypt. 

The propaganda fair, ‘‘A Good Idea for 
InSellers,’” was a full success. Articles for 
advertising were much demanded from Czecho. 
Slovakia, Noumania, Italy and Hungary. 
The joined exhibitions of tle Board for the 
Promotion of Trades of the Vienna Chamber 
of Commerce and the Provincial Government 
cf Lower Austria were continually full of 
Visitors, 

The “Show of Fur Fashions” met with 
the greatest interest. Business was done to 
the Austrian Province, Hungary, Jugoslavia, 
and Roumania, 

In articles for broadcasting, engines for 
printers and laundry machines the market 
may be said to have been excellent. The 
customery were decidedly encouraged by a 
considerable reduction of prices compared 
with former years and by longer credits. 

In the branch of agricultural machinery 
business was rather good in small and middle 
sized = harvesting machines, agricultural 
motors and wime-presses. 

The building fair scored good results in 
general. According to circumstances, build- 
ing machinery and articles for intefior equip- 
ment were much in demand, and besides 
sales at home and in Jagoslavia, many esti- 
mates were asked from the Succession States, 
the Balkan’ States and Greece. The demand 
in week-end cottages was enormous. 

The road-building fair was satisfactory in 
some modern materials; sales went as far 
East as Turkey, and also to South America. 
The branches selling road-building machinery 
were generally contented, Here, too, cus- 
tomers from the Balkan States, Jugeslavia 
and the Succession States were prevailing. 

‘The Inventor's. Fair was a very great 
success. It attracted the greatest number of 
foreign visitors. Purchases and demands for 
licences came from buyers of U.S.A., South 
America, India, England, Italy, Switzerland; 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Hungary. 

In the Indian National Exhibition a very 
great number of negotiations were entered 
into with representatives, and much interest 
prevailed for whole lots of goods, as in raw 
materials, leather, cocoanut material and 
mats, cotton, rice and pepper. Some sorts 
of raw tea were asked for, which were not 
exhibited. Except those for best quality 
silk the prices were found acceptable for 
Vienna conditions in general.

Election time has spurred my lagging 
memory to recall some of the activities of 
John Le Decer, who was Mayor of Dublin 
in the early part of the fourteenth. cen- 
tury. This gentleman “ builded at his 
own charge the high pipe in Dublin, ' 
that is to say, he provided an additional 
water supply. He also built a bridge 
across the Liffey towards St. Wolstan’s, a 
church in Thomas street, and another in 
Francis street. In a time of great scarcity 
he purchased, at his own expense,’ three 
ships laden with corn from France. One 
of these he presented to the Lord Justic® 
and militia, another to the Dominican 
and Augustinian seminaries, while he 
reserved the third for the exercise of his 
own hospitality and the benefit of the 
poor. It is also recorded that the Prior 
of Christ Church, Having neither corn nor 
money to purchase it, sent plate to Le 
Decer to the value of forty pounds, but the 
Mayor returned the plate and sent him the 
corn as well. John Le Decer died in 1332. 
and was buried in the church of his own 
foundation in Francis street. Let us echo 
the wish of D’Alton, the historian, writ- 
ing one hundred years ago, that the 
example of this excellent Mayor should 
forgotten.

Sim,—In your columns. to-day Dr. Nig 
Osborne suggests that measures for e 
eradication Sh Dublin's slum tenements are 
in ¢onflict with the proposal to substitute 
a marine lake and aquatic playground for the 
unsightly swamp and slobland which now 
occupies the foreshore between Dollymount 
and Sutton, As one re Ra ao the 
rivilege of co-operating with him for many 
veers & efforts to grapple with the tenement 
problem, perhaps you will allow me to point 
out what I conceive to be the false character 
of his antithesis. Housing and town-planning 
are facets of the same problem, Any town- 
planning scheme which failed to rovide for 
the improvement of sadly neglected sea- 
fronts now actually within the city boundary 
would be open to fatal criticism. Not merely 
a pleasure resort for the privileged few, but 
a splendid and convenient playground for 
the. many, the proposed marine lake is an 
essential concomitant of the rehdéusing 
schemes which are now pushing their way 
outwards along the hinterlands of the 
northern foreshores, If, at the same time, 
the proposed lake is to become a regatta 
and swimming arena, wotld such exercises 
not histo» free and healthy entertainment 
for the very people who have yet to be 
delivered from the slums? [ hope Dr. 
Osborne will. not suspect me of special piead- 
ing when 1 offer such justification of the 
project; avd add that I attach infinitely 
more importance to the value of the pro- 
posed lake and its surroundings as recreation 
resorts for wage-earners and their families 
than from the point of view of sporting 
enthusiasts or from any aspect of special 
privilege.

After the Commendatore left Dublin they 
corresponded to the end of his life. For many 
vears, from 1904, Mr. Wilson was Registrar 
of the Feis Ceoil Association, where his 
courtesy and kindness won him many friends, 
and helped in no small measure to establish 
the popularity of that institution. He held 
successive positions as organist in several 
churches, the last being the Unitarian Church 
in St. Stephen’s Green. He was an accom.

MR. PONSONBY MOORE 
CROSTHWAITE. 

Mr. Ponsonby Moore Crosthwaite, who died 
in London on Sunday last, was educated at 
Dr. Wall’s School, Portarlington, passing to 
Trinity College, Dublin, where he graduaied 
moderatorship and gold medal in 
experimental physics, and took the engineer 
ing degree. He specialised in hydraulic 
engineering, and was employed on the Suck 
Drainage in County Galway, and later on 
work in connection with Dundalk Harbour. 
He also worked under Sir John Code, on the 
great harbour works at Dover, and was then 
sent to Cyprus to make harbour surveys for 
the Government, and later held a 
similar appointment at Mauritius. He was 
then appointed Engineer to the London 
County Council, a position which he held for 
twenty years, subsequently going to Cairo 
University as lecturer. He was requested to 
carry out a survey of the Damietta mouth of 
the Nile, but was prevented from doing so 
by failing health. He was the younger son 
of the late Canon Charles Crosthwaite, Vicar- 
General of Kildare.

Fashion in Stamps. 

Philately and the diamond market have 
one thing in common—both are artificial 
Yet through this artifi- 
ciality a constant emerges-—namely, 
that of the relations between rarity 
and fashion.

By the death of Lord Birkenhead, at the 
comparatively early age of fifty-eight 
years, one of the most interesting and 
picturesque figures in public life has 
passed away. His brilliant career was

marked with notable success in varied 
spheres of life. An.accomplished scholar, 
a masterly politician and statesman, it 
mav truly be said of him that he was 
captain of his own destiny. 

As Frederick Edwin Smith he was 
educated at Birkenhead Grammar School, 
and later at Wadham College, Oxford, and 
was called to the Bar at Gray s Inn in 
1899. He entered Parliament as member 
for the Walton Division of Liverpool in 
1906. He ‘‘took silk’’ in 1908, was 
knighted in 1915, created a. Baronet in 


1918, and raised to the Peerage in the 
following year, . becoming the Earl of 
Birkenhead in 1922. His career was 
characterised by a series of brilliant 
achievements: Lord Chancellor of England, 
Secretary of State for India, and Attorney- 
General were among the offices that he 
adorned, : 

While practising at the Bar his services 
were In great demand, and he was leading 
counsel in most of the famous cases that 
were heard during his time. 


RISE TO FAME. 

His dramatic rise to fame from a 
junior barrister began when he was 
adopted as Conservative candidate for 
the Walton Division of © Liverpool. 
At a public meeting there the late Joseph 
Chamberlain heard him speak, and was 
!mmensely impressed. Mr. Frederick 
Edwin Smith—as Lord Birkenhead was 
then—became M.P. for the Walton Div1- 
sion in 1906: next came his famous début 
in the House of Commons. “ I. E.”’ rose, 
en apparently uninteresting and wunim- 
portant member, to make his maiden 
speech, but he sat down one of the estab- 
lished forces of the Conservative Party. 
His reputation was made. It was, perhaps, 
the most rapid rise to fame that ever has 
been seen at Westminster, and it was in 
keeping with “ F. E.’s.’’ subsequent nick- 
name of “ Galloper '” Smith. The speech 
was the starting point in his great public 
and parliamentary career. He was a man 
with a tremendous capacity for work, and 
quickly developed an enormous practice at 
the Bar, first in Liverpool and then in 
London. i

Another important judgment dealt with 
drunkenness as an excuse for crime. He 
also was responsible for the Law of 
Property Act of 1922, which had a big 
effect on ‘the system of. holding landed 
property. It established, he once said, 
“ some contact with sanity in dealing with 


land.” 


At the famous Carlton Club meeting in 
1922 Lord Birkenhead was among those 
who opposed, in vain, the movement which 
brought about the fall of the Coalition 
Government. 

In 1924 he became Secretary of State for 
India, resigning in 1928 in order to devote 
himself to commerce. He then became a 
director of Imperial Chemical Industries 
and chairman of the Greater London and 
Countics Trust. 


A DOMINATING FIGURE. 

Lord Birkenhead’s towertng personality 
and fine resonant voice made him a 
dominating figure in hall or court. Af 
the Bar he had a reputation as a deadly 
eross-examiner, and a cool, quiet, judicial 
and logical form of address; but on the?

GERMANY REFRAINS 


FROM VOTING.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 
The report and resolution on the reduc- 
tion of armaments gave rise to an interest- 


ing debate in this afternoon’s sitting of 


the League of Nations. 

Sir Robert Borden (Canada), who was 
the. first. speaker, emphasised the import- 
ance of disarmament, and declared that 
the League of Nations now stood before 
the bar of world opinion. 

Dr. Curtius (Germany) followed with a 
short statement explaining the attitude of 
the German delegation, which was unable 
to vote for the resolution because no date 
had been fixed for the. Disarmament: Uon- 
ference. 

M. Briand, who was the next speaker, 
showed that the reductions made by France 
in Army effeetives. during the last few 
years amounted to forty-six per «ent. of 
her pre-war forces. France’s policy was 
baséd on arbitration, security and dis- 
armament; but all was not perfect in 
Europe, and.there were still some unknown 
elements. , 

He declared that the Preparatory Com- 
mittee. for the Disarmament Conference 
had accomplished a good deal, and he felt 
convinced that the November meeting of 
that Committee would see the completion 
of the work. 


GRAVITY OF THE PROBLEM. 

The problem before the Assembly, he 
said, was the gravest that could occupy 
the League. France had always main- 
tained that Article 8 of the Covenant, 
dealing with the reduction of armaments, 
was a sacred undertaking for all countries: 
Conditions had changed, and thus each 
country was left to stand by itself, and 
had to take its own precautions. 

M. Briand next alluded to his efforts 
to obtain security. He longed for disarma- 
ment, but only a shórt while ago rumours 
had come from the ballot boxes bringing 
cries of hatred and cries of death. , ‘‘ Can 
we neglect such phenomena?”’ he asked. A 
doctrine based on security and disarma- 
ment was the only one which a country 
worthy of the name could envisage. 


THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 

M. Briand, continuing, said that certain 
results obtained at the London Naval Con- 
ference had cleared the way to the meeting 
in November. ‘‘ We French can meet our 
friends and neighbours and have every 
hope of reaching an agreement.”’ 

Count Appony: (Hungary) said that. he 
had come to make an appeal based upon 
the wise and generous words spoken by M. 
Briand and to ask that they should be 
applied in practice. He appealed to the 
whole League to hasten the day when the 
traditions which existed during the War 
should come to an end, 


BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. 


Viscount Cecil said that, as far as his 
delegation was concerned, they desired the 
Disarmament Conference at the very 
earliest possible moriient. Whether a date 
should be fixed at that moment or not was 
merely a question of method; it was not 
a question of substance. If a date could 
be fixed it must be adhered to, as it was 
disastrous to select a date and then post- 
pone the day. 

Proceeding, Viscount Cecil said: ‘‘ The 
question is, ' Can you be quite certain that 
the Disarmament Conference: can take 
place next year?’ If you are not quite 
certain of this it is better not to fix the 
date, but merely to say that it must take 
place as soon as possible. It is essential 


there must not be any chance of a failure. 
Í am passionately anxious that the Dis- 
armament Conference should take place at 
the earliest possible moment, but I am 
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still more anxious that the preparation 
lor the Conference should be adequately 
done and that every precaution should be 
taken to secure that the Disarmament 
Conference shall, indeed, result in the 
first step towards disarmament.

Dr. Curtius, replying, asked why it was 
necessary to wait.another year before the 
Conference met. He afhrmed that the 
maintenance of the présent armed forces 
was of more danger to peace than the 
yeduction of armaments. Germany urgently 
desired peace and a good understanding 
among the nations, and the removal of the 
causes of war. He had explained why 
the German Delegation was unable to vote 
in favour of the resolution, and he asked 
again ifthe November meeting of the Pre- 
paratory Committee was to be a final one. 
why. should it he necessary to wait a year 
before assembling the Conference ? 

Dr, Curtius admitted that there were 
internal difficulties in all countries, but 
said: that -these should not prevent the 
Governments from combining their efforts 
towards disarmament.

SUPREME TEST OF

The Times of to-day, in a leading article 
upon the Imperial Conference, which holds 
iis inaugural session to-day, observes:—lf 
this 1930 Conference differs so greatly in 
personnel from tlie Conference of 1926, it 
differs even more widely in the nature of the 
main task to which it is expected to devote 
itself. 

The 1926 Conference was dominated by the 
idea of status. Jis function was. to make it 
clear that the Dominions were fully 
auionomous communities, no longer subordi- 
nate in any way to the Government and 
Parliament in Westminster. Its result was to 
destroy the old unity of the Empire by dis- 
solving all the formal legal ties which had 
hitherto bound together all the Dominions 
of the Crown. This Conference, unless it is 
to belie all the hopes that are centred on it, 
will be dominated by the idea of co-operatian ; 
its fanction will be te provide. means by 
which the members of the Empire can work 
together to premote the common welfare. 
Its result—such is the universal hope—will 
be to set the Empire on the way to find a 
new unify in free co-operation, and through 
that co-cperation to overcome the economic 
difficulties which are now causing all its 
members so much anxious concern, 

It will not, of course, be. able to 
devote the whole of its time and atten- 
tion to that task, any more than the 
Conference of 1926 was able to devote 
itself entirely to the — constitutional 
issue. Questions of defence and foreign 
policy will have to be discussed—it was, 1n- 
deed, to provide opportunities for such dis- 
cussion that the Conference was first estab- 
lished. ‘There are a number of constitutional 
points also which it will have to consider. 
But, important though these are, they are 
merely corollaries of the fundamental 
principle which was definitely laid down and 
accepted in 1926. ‘They ought noi to occupy

RESOLUTION BY FREE 
STATE DELEGATION. 

In the discussion which took place at the 
League of Nations Assembly at Geneva ón 
the 29th September on The Hague Codifica- 
tion Conference the Irish Free State delega- 
tion submitted a resolution proposing the 
appointment by the Council of the League 
of a committee which would study the 
methods, the procedure and the policy 
which should be followed in all future 
codification of international law. 

Mr. Costello, the Free State Attorney- 
General, speaking on behalf of the Trish 
delogation, urged that the adoption of the 
resolution which had been submitied by 
the British, French, German, Italian and 
(sree x delegations would have the effect of 
shelving the important work of codification 
for the present. 

The Attorney-General, in moving the 
Irish resolution, said that it was vital that 
enorts for codification should not be 
relaxed, but rather that steps should be 
taken in order to ensure that the methods 
adopted were those most likely to achieve 
succ The Committee which he pro- 
posed would consider what these methods 
were, and in doing so should take account 
of the principle that. as codification must 
necessarily involve the creation of new 
rules of international law, the experts con- 
cerned with this work should be subject to 
political guidance at every stage. 

He ‘d, therefore, the establish. 
ment ef a body on the lines of the Com- 
mittee on Arbitraton and Security, con- 
sisting of legal experts acting in a politi- 
cal as well as a legal capacity. This body 
would do all preparatory work, including 
the drawing up of the various codes. 
further sugvested that the procedure fol- 
lowed in connection with the adoption and 
throwing open to signature of the General 
Act might well be adopted in connection 
with the codes drawn up by the proposed 
Preparatory Committee. 

The justification for the Irish resolu 
tion was furnished by the resolution sub 
mitted by the British, French, German.

OXFORD. 

Lord Birkenhead was very fond of 
Oxford—of which he became High Steward 
—and he has defended it emphatically 
against the charge that it was degenerate 
as compared with Cambridge. Oxford, he 
said, was “ the most incomparable and 
most beautiful city in the world.” 

In his own undergraduate davs Lord 
Birkenhead has admitted that he found it 
impossible to live within his income, and 
he was compelled to take advantage of the 
credit facilities offered by the local trades 
people. A youthful memory was that, 
after he had failed, at the age of twelve 
years, to get a scholarship at Harrow, his 
mother, much downcast, took him to a 
Steand shop and he consumed a number 
of coloured ices with delight. 

FIRST BOOKS SOLD FOR £50. 

A prolific writer on many ‘topics, Lord 
Birkenhead confessed that he sold his first 
two books for £60 each, and that ' though 
the sums were small, they assisted my 
fiancée and myself to decide when we 
should: be married. '' 

In 1901 he married Margaret Eleanor. 
daughter of the late Rev. H. Furneaux.

It 
is too early yet to estimate the value of

SIX WOUNDED IN FIGHT

HAVANA, Tuesday. 

The seat of yet another Latin-American 
President appears to be tottering in the 
balance to-day, as a revolt, which has been 
smouldering for some time, broke out in 
this beautiful city. A pitched battle took 
place between armed students and the 
police, in which six persons were seriously 
injured, two of them probably fatally. 

The students marched to the Presidential 
Palace; waving banners; ‘firing revolvers 
in the air. and shouting: ‘“‘ Down with 
| President Machad.”’ 
| Large numbers of police were rushed to 
‘the Palace. which was surrounded by a 
heavy guard. The students grappled with 
the officers and tried to disarm them. 

“ SHOOT TO KILL.’ 

A sudden shout of “ Shoot to kill!” 
started the shooting, and for half-an-hour 
the square in front of the Palace was alive 
with bullets. Fortunately, few of them 
found a billet. 

The bystanders scurried away, and the 
students and police took what cover they 
could find. shooting at each other from a 
safe distance. Heavy seinforcements were 
quickly rusher to the scene, and the 
| trouble was at an end. i 
| For some months intense unrest has been 
| noticeable throughout the island. The 
enemies of President Machad and 
Moraics, who is the virtual Dictator of 
Cuba, claim that the President is nothing 
but a puppet in the hands of powerful

RESOLUTION BY FREE 
STATE DELEGATION. 

In the discussion which took place at the 
League of Nations Assembly at Geneva on 
the 29th September on The Hague Codifica- 
tion Conference the Irish Free State delega- 
tion submitted a resolution proposing the 
appointment by the Council of the League 
of a committee which would study the 
methods, the procedure aml the policy 
which should be followed in all future 
codification of international law.

£3,500,000 OF SHARE CAPITAL 
LOST. 


Reporting on the suggested reorganisation 
of the share capital of Messrs. Richard 
Thomas and Co., Ltd., steel and tinplate 
manufacturers, Sir Gilbert Garnsey and 
Messrs. F. A. Szarvasy and W. W. Paine, 
who formed a committee appointed by the 
Board, state that, after a careful examination 
of the company’s assets and liabilities, they 
have come to the conclusion that share 
capital to the amount of about £5,500,000 
has been lost, or is at present unrepresented 
by available assets. hey took into con- 
sideration the view of the directors of the 
company that under existing conditions a net 
annual profit of £250,000 can be earned, after 
paying all present interest and debenture 
charges and providing approximately £120,000 
per annum for depreciation on the collieries 
and on the works other than those at Red- 
bourn. 

In a circular to shayeholders, the directors 
agree that £3.500,000 share capital has been 
lost. They state that they are unanimously 
of the opinion that it would be preferable to 
postpone the submission of a scheme for the 
reorganisation of the company’s capital until 
there are reasonable prospects of raising new 
money. Though expectations regarding 


been realised, the directors feel that it is 
necessary to conserve the profits in order 
to reduce the floating imdebtedness of the 
Parent Company and its subsidiaries, and 
they do not recommend the payment of a 
‘dividend. 

It may reasonably be expected, the 
directors state, that if the past vear’s earn- 
ings are maintained payment of dividends on

THE NEW MENTAT 
HOSPITAL AT ARDEE. 
From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 
Two and a half million Belgian bricks 
will be used in the construction of the new 


mental hospital at Ardee, County Louth, 
according to the decision of the Louth 
County Council vesterday. 

A proposal that concrete’ bricks, made 


locally, should be used, and thus give con- 
siderable employment, was strongly objected 
to by Mr. Wright, the architect for the 
scheme, who stated that after a short period 
a sheet of paper could be put through ihe 
concrete bricks, and in a further time it 
would be possible to put a match through 
the crevices. He could not accept responsi- 
bility for a building so constructed. 

On hearing this the Council unanimously 
agreed that cement bricks should not he 
used. ' 

The architect: further reported that the 
cheapest Jocal bricks which could be pro 
vided would cost £4 rer thousand, whereas 
the Belgian bricks would be delivered at 
Dundalk quays at the extremely low price 
of 46s. per thousand. i

of Belgian bricks, it being stated that the

CORONER AND REMARKABLE CASE. 

Two BELFAST boys were engaged in a 
friendly wrestling match in the Crumlin road 
district when One of them, Peter Hughes, 
aged 15, rolled in the direction of another 
boy who was swinging a golf club. Hughes 
was struck on the head, and died from the 
injuries. At the inquest yesterday the 
Coroner (Dr. James Graham) said it was one 
of the most remarkable cases he had ever 
heard, but he was satisfied that it was purely 
accidental, and he returned a verdict of 
‘* Death from misadventure.’ 


DOCTOR AND BOILED MILK. 

Dr. Lavery, Medical Officer of the DUN- 
DALK Hospital, in a letter to the Louth 
Board of Health, urged that the milk to the 
hospital should be delivered earlier in the 
mornings and earlier in the evenings, It had 
been possible, he stated, during the summer 
months to keep the milk from going sour by 
boiling, but in the process of boiling most of 
the nutritive properties had been destroyed. 
‘“ Boiled milk,” he added, “is conducive to 
rickets in the young and to seurvy in: those 
on a milk diet.” The Board made the neces- 
sary order for the early delivery of the milk,
